It is impolfinle to read this Speech without fome Mo'i+ 
ensof En hufiafm, or R ptures of Admiration. It breathes 
fo glorious a Spirit of Liberty and Patriotifm, that I fancy 
my fel’ thrown back into the pureft Times of the Ro- 
min Com nonwea'th, when Freedom of Spsech was car- 
ried to the greateft Heighth. Cato, Cicero, or Brutus 
could nor have fpoken ina nobler Style againft the E- 
nemies ’f their Country. ; 

I m-ke it a Queftion whether fo beld and undifguis'd a 
Charge aguinft tie Miniffers, as That of forming ‘a De- 
fign to rea /er Themjelves abjoiuie, and overturn the fur- 
dament .! Laws of the Kingiom, would meet with Impu 
ni'y even in the Britifh Senate; but when F confider 
where this Sprech was made, ina French Parliament, in 
an ar. itrary Country, where Prerogative and Sovercignty 
have fwallow*d up every Thing but the Shadow o: L:- 
berty ; it feemsa meer Dream, a F'€ticn invented with- 
out Doors, to put the People in Mind of their antient 
Cont tution, and thew how an bone Member of Parlia- 
ment ouch: to {pak in the prefent Conjun@ure. This, 
I fay. apvears to be the Cafe at firft Sights but I have 
the Plesfure to affure my Readers that it is a genuine 
Speech, atiually deiiver’d in an Affembly of all the Cam- 
ber, and received with fo mach Appiaufe, that the Ma- 
jority continued fiedfaft in their Duty, by aflerting their 
Privi'eges and retufing to comply with the King’s De- 
Reancs. 

Thefe Patriots, no Doubts are ftyled a Fadlion of Li- 
heliers and Incendraries by the Caurt Party; but They 
have given the Nition fuch evident Marks of their 
Gifinterefted Views and publicle Spirit, by rifigning Er 
ployments of great Profit, and incurring the Difpleature 
Ot a powerful, inccnsd Monarch, that.no Artifices can 
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to That of a good Confcjence ; I mean the Affséions of 
their eotemporary Fellow Suvjects, and the Bleflings of 
fuceeeding Geverations 

If We -ould promife our felves, with any Certa‘nty, 
that cur Reprefentutives would imivate their Example ani 
always make the fame juit Diftinét‘on between private 
Intereft and prdligk Duty, there wuld be no Occafion 
for Penfion Bills, or felf aenving Ordinances + but it often 
happens that Men are more follici ous after an adjent 
than a freon? Geod, and the Enjoyment of Liderty, like 
other Bleffings, is apt to ptoduce a Satiety, or Indifference 
about it. 

I with this Obfervation may not be too juft of many 
Englifomen at preient. [ am fure, at lest, that /ome 
Writers have taken as much Pains to recommend arbi 
trary Methods of G vernment, asthe French Patriots have 
done to recover their i-erties. 1 am likew Je afraid that 
the latter Scheme is lef: praticab'e than the former, it 
being more ealy to pul! down “han to bui/d up, and Ex- 
perience convinces us that of «Il Labours the Retloration 
of Liberty hith been ever found ‘he m ft difficult. We 
are told, indeed that 4 very great Majority of he People 
of France, and even in the Army i felf, are on he Side 
of the Parliament ; but she Misfortune is that the chief 
Officers of the Aimy confift of a numerous, poor No-ility 
whofe Intereft it is to keep the People in Chuns .nd 
fupport the Power of the Crown, oa whch their Sub- 
fiftence abfoluiely depen: s. ; 
However, We ought to with our Neighbour: Succefs in 
fo g'orious an Undertaking, ‘and I'w)'l conclude with an 
Orfervagion of Mexeray, as I think, to an Eng/ih Gertle- 
man in the laft Age, which can never be better pply’d 
than to the prefent Occafion. The Peop’e of France. faid 
He, were onc? in the Poff:ffion of Libervy. ai ya ore 7 @5 
and let me advife you to think no Troub® +0 Expence, 
or Dangers too great, for the Preferva ion of t2at inva 
luable Bleffing.

It bkewife appears that Pom was inveited with fome 
pa titular Order 5 for his Habit was 2 Rete, or Manile, 
which He wore cro% his Shouldérs aud is faid to be 
made of a Leopard's Skin, to denote that it was very mach 
Aain'd. 

He had alfo 1 Pewer of ftriking People with eain Ter- 
rors, Calld Pamick Frizhts, which affeét only the foolifl 
and fuperftitious Som Perfo.s have conjeétured, and [ 
think not without Fourdation, that thefe Buglear? took 
their Name from his own timorous Nature; ior notwith- 
ftanding his exorbicant Power. and lice tious Exercife of 
it, He feems to have been the moft pufillanimous of ali 
the Gods ; p-rpetually terrifying Himielf, afd plaguing 
the World with Appeehenfions of Plots and Con/tiraeciss 
and Combinations azatah Him.

His chief Companions and Favourites, the Satyri and 
Sileni, were Perfons of the fame infamous Caft; a Pare 
el of drunken whoring, raking Fellows, who were 
honoure! wituthe Tile of Demigeds, and partook with 
His in all his Pleafure, as well as Employments. 

As to his Perfon, He is repretented tiform, or balf 
Man acd balf Beafi; alluding, perhaps, toa  ixture 
of good and :// Qualities ; though Weare left very much 
in the dark as to che former. 

He was a gre.t Favourite amongft the Nysphs, who 
followed Him as ther Leader. and sfaid to have mage 
ried a prating Wench, cali’d Eccho; the Meaning of 
which is that He was agreat Desler in Words and led 
to hear kimfelf talk.

The Meaning of This is, that He wa 
an Enemy 0 polite Learning and beftow'd all his Fae 
vours on a Parcel cf paltry Scridéiers, whom He retain'd 
in his Service. 

He was befides « great Pretender to Phyfrk, and boafied 
that He had fou.d out the wniverfal Mecicine, which He 
celled from his own Name Penscea. The chief Ingres 
dient of this Compofition was Go/d; which minifefily al- 
ludes to his aggran.izing Himfelf, and govcrning the 
People by Britery and Corruption.
